10 . The decision of the Union Public Service Com . 
mission as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candi 
date shall be final . 

11 . A candidate found guilty of impersonation or of 
submitting fabricated document or documents which 
have been tampered with or of making statements 
which are incorrect or false or suppressing material 
information or of using or attempting to use unfair 
means in the examination hall or otherwise resorting 
to any other irregular or improper means for obtain 
ing admission to the examination may, in addition to 
rendering himself liable to a criminal prosecution be 
debarred either permanently or for a specified 
period : 
( a ) by the Commission from admission to any 

examination or appearance at any interview 
held by the Commission for selection of candi 

dates ; and 
(b ) by the Central Government from employment 

under the Government. 
12 . No candidate shall be admitted to the examina 
tion unless he holds a certificate of admission from 
the Union Public Service Commission . 

13 . Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may dis 
qualify him for admission , 

14 . The Inaximum number of candidates to be ad 
mitted to the examination may , at the discretion of 
the Commission be limited to such number , AS 
the Commission , may decide. If a limit is imposed and 
the number of candidates exceeds that limit, the 
Union Public Service Commission shall select from 
among the applicants those who shall be admitted to 
the examination and shall have regard in so doing to 
the suitability of the applicants for admission to the 
Academy 

15 . The examination will be conducted by the Com 
mission in the manner prescribed in Appendix II to 
the Notification , 

16 . Candidates must pay the fees prescribed in 
Appendix III . No claim for a refund of these fees will 
ordinarily be entertained except to the extent stated 
in the Appendix , nor can they be held in reserve for 
Any other examination or selection . 

17. The Union Public Service Commission shall pro 
pare a list of candidates in order of merit as disclosed 
by the aggregate marks awarded to each candidate 
at the written examination . The candidates who obtain 
qualifying marks at the written examination shall 
appear before a Services Selection Board , where candi 
dates for the Army/ Navy will be assessed in officer 
potentiallties and those for the Air Force in Pllot 
Aptitude and officer potentialities. The maximum 
number of marks obtainable at the Services Selection 
Board Tests are 900 , To qualify for the Amy/ Navy , 
candidates must Becure the minimum qualifying 
marks both in the written examination and in the 
officer potentiality tests . To qualify for the Air 
Force , candidates must secure the minimum qualify 
ing marks in the written examination and officer 
potentiality test and must also pass in the Pilot 
Aptitude Test. Candidates who do not pass in the 
Pilot Aptitude Test will not be considered for the Air 
Force . Candidates who obtain the minimum qualify 
ing marks at the Services Selection Board tests will 
also be subject to a Physical Endurance Test details 
of which are given in Appendix IV , for which there 
will separately be a maximum of 200 marks to be 
acceptable , candidates for all the three Services should 
secure the minimum qualifying marks in the Physical 
Endurance Test. Subject to these conditions, the 
qualified candidates will then be placed in order of 
merit on the basis of total marks secured by them in 
the written examination , the Services Selection Board 
tests and in the Physical Endurance Test in two sepa 
rute lists — one for the Army and the Navy and the 
other for the Air Force. The final selection for admis 
sion to the National Defence Academy will be made 
in order of merit depending on the number of vacan 
cles for each Service , 

NB. EVERY CANDIDATE FOR THE AIR FORCE 
IS GIVEN PILOT APTITUDE TEST ONLY ONCE .

PARASHURAM BHAU PATWARDHAN Scholar 
ship . - - This scholarship is awarded to cadets from 
Maharashtra and Karnatak . The value of one scho 
larship is upto a maximum of Rs. 1 ,000 per annum 
for the duration of a cadet s stay at the National 
Defence Academy, subject to the cadet making satis 
factory progress. The scholarship will also be avail 
able at the Army, Naval or Air Force training estab 
lishments where a cadet may be sent for further 
training after he has completed his training at the 
National Defence Academy. The cadets who are 
granted this scholarship will not be entitled to any 
other financial assistance from the Government. 

2 . MAHARAJA JAGADDIPENDRA NARAYAN 
Scholarship . - - This scholarhsip of the value of Rs. 360 
per annum is granted to a needy cadet who fails to 
secure any Anancial assistance from the Government 
and is paid on completion of a term at the National 
Defence Academy . The scholarship is sanctioned by 
the Government on a means - cum -merit basis . 

3 . COLONEL KENDAL FRANK S MEMORIAL 
Scholarship . - - This scholarship is of the value of 
Rs. 360 per annum and is granted to a Maratha cadet 
who should be the son of an ex -serviceman . The 
scholarship is in addition to any fnancial assistance 
from the Government, 

4 . KUER SINGH MEMORIAL Scholarships.-- - The 
scholarship is awarded to cadets from Bihar. The 
value of each scholarship is Rs. 97 pcr mensem tenable 
for a maximum period of 4 years during the training 
at the National Defence Actdemy Khadakvasla and 
thercafter at the Military College Dehra Dun and the 
Air Force and Nayal Colleges where the cadets may 
be sent for training on completion of training at the

SUBSEQUENT INTERVIEW HE HAS WITH THE 
AIR FORCE SELECTION BOARD . A CANDIDATE 
WHO FAILS IN THE FIRST PILOT APTITUDE 
TEST CANNOT APPLY FOR ADMISSION TO THE 
AIR FORCE WING OF THE NATIONAL DEFENCE 
ACADEMY AND TO THE GENERAL DUTIES 
(PILOTS ) BRANCH OF THE INDIAN AIR FORCE 
(Candidates who have been given the Pilot Aptitude 
Test for 14th JSW course or earlier courses may apply 
to Personnel Officers (3 ) , Air Headquarters , New Delhi 
to and their eligibility or otherwise to apply for this 
( 20th NDA ) courge. 

Candidates who were tested for Pilot Aptitude for 
15th NDA course onwards should submit their applica 
tions for this examination only if they have been noti 
fied as having qualifled in Pilot Aptitude Test .) 

Candidates will appear before the Services Selection 
Board , and undergo the test thcreat, at their own 
risk and will not be entitled to claim any compensa 
tion or other relief from Government in respect of 
any injury which they may sustain in the course of 
or ag a result of any of the tests given to them at a 
Services Selection Board , whether due to the negli 
gence of any person or otherwise. Parents or guar 
dians of the candidates will be required to sign a 
certificate to this effect on the form appended to the 
application , Candidates when called for interview 
by a Services Selection Board or for subsequent train 
ing will be eligible for travelling allowance in accord 
ance with the rules then in force . Candidates who 
have previously been before a Services Selection Board 
for the same type of Commission are not entitled to 
travelling allowance on subsequent occasions. 

Success at the examination confers no right to ad 
mission to the Academy. 

A candidate must satisfy the Union Public Service 
Commission and the appointing authority that he is 
suitable in all respects for admission to the Academy. 

18 . Candidates finally selected will undergo a three 
years course at the National Defence Academy. After 
this three - year training the successful candidates will 
undergo further specialised training for the Service 
for which they may be selected , while at the National 
Defence Academy, cadets will be subject to the 
discipline of the Academy. 

19. Before the candidate joins the Academy, the 
parent or guardian will be required to sign ; 
( a ) A certificate to the effect that he fully under 

stands that he or his son /ward shall not be 
entitled to claim any compensation or other 
relief from the Government in respect of any 
injury which his son /ward may sustain in 
the course of or as a result of the training to 
be undergone by him at the Academy, whe 
ther due to the negligence of any person or 

otherwise, 
(b ) A bond to the effect that , if for any reasons 

considered within the control of the candidate , 
he wishes to withdraw before the completion 
of the course, or fails to accept a commission 
11 offered , he will be liable to refund the whole 
or such portion of the cost of tuition , food , 
clothing and pay and allowances received , as 

may be decided upon by Government. 
20 . The cost of training including accommodation , 
books, uniforms, boarding and medical treatment wili 
be borne by the Government. Parents or guardians 
of cadets will, however, be required to meet their 
pocket and other private expenses. Normally these 
expenses are not likely to exceed Rs. 30 p . m . It in 
any case a cadet s parent or guardian is unable to 
meet wholly or partly even this expenditure, financial 
assistance upto Rs. 30 p . m . may be granted by the 
Government. No. cadet whose parent or guardian has 
an income of Rs. 300 p .m . or above would be eligible 
for the grant of the financial assistance . The immov 
able property and other assets and income from all 
sources are also taken into account for determining 
the eligibility for financial assistance . 

The parent/ guardian of a candidate desirous of 
having any financial assistance should immediately 
after his son /ward having been finally selected for 
training at the Military College , submit an application 
through the District Magistrate of his District who 
will with his recommendation forward the application 
to the Director of Military Training , Army Head 
quarters , New Delhi,

PHYSICAL STANDARDS FOR ADMISSION TO THE

To be passed fit for admission to the National Def 
ence Academy a candidate must be in good physical 
and mental health and free from any disability likely 
to interfere with the efficient performance of duty . 
2 . It will huwever be ensured that : 
( a ) there is no evidence of weak constitution , Im 

perfect development, serious malformation or 

obesity . 
( b ) there is no maldevelopment or impairment of 

fucction of the bones or joints. 
( c ) there is no impediment of speech . 
( d ) there is no malformation of the head , detor 

mity from fracture or depression of the bones 

of the skull , 
( e ) there is no impaired hearing , discharge from 

or disease of either ear unhealed performation 
of the tympanic membrances or signs of acute 
or chronic suppurative otitis media or evidence 
of radical or modified radical mastoid opera 

tion . 
NOTE - A soundly healed perforation without any 
limpairment of the mobility of the drum and without 
impairment of hearing should not be a bar to accept 
ance of a candidate for the Army. 
(1 ) there is no disease of the bones or cartilages 

of the nose or nasal polypus or disease of the 

nasopharynx . 
( g ) there are no enlarged glands in the neck and 

other parts of the body and that the thyroid 

gland is normal . 
N . B . - Scars of operations for the removal of 

tuberculous glands are not a cause for 
rejection provided that there has been no 
active disease within the preceding 5 years 
and the chest is clinically and radiologi 

cally clear . 
(h ) there is no disease of the throat, palate , tonsils 

or gums of disease or injury affecting the

(ii ) It is not possible to lay down precise standards 
for weight in relation to height and age . The corela 
lion table is , therefore only a guide and cannot be 
applied universally . A 10 per cent. departure from 
the average weight given in the table is to be con 
sidered as within normal Umits . There may neverthe 
less be some individuals who according to the above 
standard may be overweight but from the general 
build of the body are fit in every respect. The over 
weight in such cases may be due to heavy bones and 
muscular development and not to obesity . Similarly 
for those who are under weight, the criteria should be 
the general build of the body and proportionate 
development rather than rigid adherence to the stan 
dards in the above table . 


N . B . -- Simple hypertrophy of the tonsils, if

N . B . - Remedial operations are to be performed 

prior to entry . No guarantee is given of 
ultimate acceptance and it should be 
clearly understood by the candidates that 
the decision whether an operation 16 
desirable or necessary is one to be made 
by his private medical adviser .

( c ) Chest. The chest should be well developed 
with a minimum range of expansion of 2 inches . The 
candidate s chest will be measured by making him 
stand erect with his feet together , and his arms raised 
over his head. The tape will be so adjusted round 
the chest that its upper edge touches the interior 
angles of the shoulder - blades behind , and its lower 
edge the upper part of the nipples in front. The arms 
will then be lowered to hang loosely by the side. Care 
will be taken that the shoulders are not thrown up 
wards or backwards so as to displace the tape .

The test will be in respect of the following: 

(i) vital capacity ; ant 
(11) Exercise tolerance score , 


Vital capacity will be measured by u wet spirometer . 
The candidate will stand with the mouth piece of the 
instrument in his right hand . His nose will be clipped 
and test will be made for any leak through the nose. 
He will then take a maximum possible breath and 
empty his chest through the mouth plece into the 
spirometer. Three trials will be made in each case 
and the maximum reading will be taken as total vital 
capacity in c .c . The vital capacity will be later on 
reduced to per square meter of the body surface and 
adequate corrections for temperature will be made.
